No Reason to Doubt the Report. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—No official In 


formation was received at Washington to- 
day regarding the seizures of 
British 


vessels in Alaskan waters by the Carwin 
Secretary of State Foster said he saw no 
reason to doubt the accuracy of tbe pre»B 
disp&tebea, especially as they indicated 
very ooncusively that the seizures were the 
consequence of a violation of the United 
States revenue and custom laws and not 
because of a violation of the modus vivendi 
agreement. Secretary Foster, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Department, and Assist 
aut Secretary Spauldmg of the Treasury 
Department, were in conference on the 
subject to-day. It is understood that the 
action of tbe Carwin in enforcing a rigid 
interpretation of our revenue laws against 
foreign vessels in Alaska is in strict accord 
with instructions given her Commander 
before sailing from San Francisco.

THE FUOHIBIT1ON CANDIDATE, 


General John Bidwell of California, -who 


has been nomiottted by the Prohibitionists 
for President ol the United Stato, was 
born in Chatauqna county, New Yorjj, in 
August, 1819. 
In 1829 he removed to 


Erie, Pennsylvania; thence, in 1831, to 
Ohio. 
ID 1839 he taught school in Mis- 


§ouri, and in 1841 he crossed ths plains to 
California. 
Ho served in the Mexican war 


and was promoted from Lieutenant to 
Mojor. He represented Sacramento Dis- 
trict in the firet session of tbe California 
Legislature as a Senator; was o delegate to 
the Charleston Presidential Convention in 
1860; served as a Brigadier-General of the 
Slute militia; was elected Bepresentative in 
CongrepB November 8, 1864; selected a« a 
delpRate to the Philadelphia "Loyalist" 
Convention of 18G6; wns tendered the Inde- 
pendent nomination for Governor in 1867, 
bnt declined; run unsuccessfully on the 
Independent Republican ticket for Gov- 
ernor in 1875, and again on the American 
ticket in 1886.

TOWN ORDINANCE NO. 14. 


An Ordinance to Prevent the KrecUon 


or Maintenance of Barbed Wire Fenc- 
ing In the Town of Beno.

HE BOABD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


of Wauhoe county, Nevada, by virtue of tbe 


power and authority in them vested by the laws o 
the Btate of Nevada, do ordain aa follows. 


SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to erect or maintain any barbed wire 
fence or fencing of any kind or for any pnrpo". 
whatever within the limits of the town of Beno. 
Sao 2. Any barbed wire fence or fencing o 


any kind now existing or which may be hereafte 
erected within the corporate limits of the town o 
Be.io shall be deemed a nuisance. 


SBO 3 
Any person or persons who shall nere 


after erect or maintain any barbed wire fence o 
fencing of any kind or for anv purpose or shall us 
barbed wlro in connection with any other materia 
whatever for fencing purposes within thecorpor 
ate limits of the town of Beno shall be deemet 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upoa convictio 
thereof before any Court of competent Jurisdictto 
fcholl be fined In any sum not exceeding fifty do 
laru or be imprisoned in the City and Oonntj Ja 
not exceeding twenty-five days, or may be pun 
Ished by both such fine and imprisonment. An 
It shall be the du y of the Judge or Justice befor 
whom the case may be tried, in case of conviction 
to enter an order directing the Chief of i>olice o 
other peace officer of said town to forthwith re 
move such nuisance.
